the famous Greek philosopher Thales, ot 
Miletus, who noticed that when a piece 
of umber was rubbed, it acquired the 
power o£ attracting light bodies. AU we 
know about its origin, even to this day, 
is tho manner of producing it. 


In the oompanson of steam and elec- 


tricity, among tlie first things we notice 
is the cleanliness of the latter. 
With it 


wehavuno bad odors. The dangere 
nnsiug from electricity, compared with 
those ot steam are as nothing, By the 
use ot steam there is danger ot disaster 
from both fire and explosion. 
Tha ox- 


plosions caused by steam are very violent 
occurring when thoso most exposed least 
expect them. 
In tb» uw of oloctricity. nothiair of 
this kind can possibly happen, yet tho 
power exerted by it fully eqnuls if it dooe 
not exceed that ot stoaia. The velocity 
asily given by tbe electric currant does 
way with BO much machinery, lessening 
notion. It has been shown by actual 
xporlmeut, that it a steam engine of cer 
;am capacity can propel a boat, an else- 
rio motor weighing not one-fourth as 
much and not taking up nearly as much 
pace will propel the same vessel mnct 
aster, Electrical power may be conveyed 
or application many miles with no per- 
«ptivo loss. Manufacturers, generally 
avo no more space than just what is 


needed, and hero<the electric motor bus 


Bo supremacy over steam,—very great 
lower is derived from a very small ma- 
hines. Hot only must the superior con 
veuienoe ba considered, but the health of 
ho inhabitants of a city in of no small 
mportance.

Thus through ages there has been 
manifested in miinkitid, of greater or 
less intensity, thin element o£ curiosity, 
nud desire for novelty, led to ithe expul- 
sion ol Eve from tho Garden of Paradise 
The intouao longing for fobango is still 
at work in the human mind.

As a motive power, electricity is 
not used very extensively, because, as 
coaipared with stoam, it is very expen- 
sive, notwithstanding that in tho produc 
ion ol steam, scarcely 20 per oont of tb' 
leat generated, is utilized. In favor c 
steam therefore it may be said, that i 
all thu heat generated could be appliet 
u producing steam we would have r 
power almost infinite. In view of radia 
iion such a result can not be realized 
Steam has only two principal uses, heat 
ing and propoilin?, but among others is 
;ho production o£ eleotncy directly, b> 
the friction of the gas against the onhc 
from, which it is allowed to escape, am 
though a great quantity is produced in 
this way, it is worth nothing for otho 
than experimental purposes; therefore 
'rom this fucr, wo may conclude tha 
electricity to greatly surpass steam as 
i 


motor power must be produced m som 
way, other than by the use of steam. O 
tho other baud, behold the mauy ways i 
which electricity adds to our comfor 
and convenience, what would the pub 
lieher do without the electro type; ho 
numerous would bo our gold watc 
guards or neck obiiids, it it were not to 
eloctro-plntmg; what substitute woul 
larva the mariner instead of the compasi 
to guide him on his voyage, without eleo 
tricity, how could tho large buildings i 
great cities bo so williaatly lighted; anc 
in keeping with sanitary laws as flpplie 
to the operators iu our large factonet 
tho suporceduro of gas and oils, by elec 
tricity as an illuminator, must bo hailed 
with "delight. Amonc tho most important 
uses of tho electric current, raust be 
classed tlie lire alarm, which in large 
cities become an instrument of untold 
value. 
Tho day is far distant when 


steam can be eaid to hold a pines of 
minor importance. 
As a people, we 


could hardly adjust ourselves to tho ab- 
sence ot steam, but tho day will come, 
when wo must possesu auothor sourse ot 
heat in place of coal. The coal-beds aro 
now being rapidly exhausted, but as long 
us wo have water we may have electricity. 
Electricity itself produces tbo greatest 
heat known, and furnaces have beau 
made in which the most refractory met- 
als and earths are fused in a short time; 
hence it is within tho limits ot good 
judgment to suppose that electricity may 
some-day be used to generate stoam. 
Thu science ot electricity is yet in its in, 
fancy, and if now, when it can be regard- 
ed as merely in the experimental ptr.o-i* 
it subserves such valuable purposes, 
what may we expect ot it ono hundred 
years hence. Fifty years have sufficed to 
put the steam engine in its present state 
of perfection, and still its imperfections 
are boiug discovered aud remedied almost 
daily. The ongino may yot be brought 
to that degree of perfection, as to use all 
tho expansive force of the steam, but it 
has been said, up to the present only 
one-fitth of the heat generated is utilized, 
which in relation to nature, ie certainly 
unproductive consumotion. 
And now 


with the greatest miuds of tho country 
at work, to determine tha best ways of 
applying the electric current, it IB but 
reasonable to expect results, not yot in 
tho mind of man. 
Already, some faint 


effort has beau made to harness eleotrio- 
ity with steam. It is not impossible, 
thflrefore, that ere the century shall close, 
that theso two forces shall vie with each 
other for the carrying trade of tho world.
